THE GARDEN HOME 



The Garden Home typifies the spirit of 
New England cottage architecture. While 
retaining all of the characteristics of the 
original types, it has been designed to meet 
all the requirements of modern living. 

Fundamentally American in design, this 
home is particularly adapted to informal 
suburban dwellings and can be constructed 
at a cost well within the range of modest 
incomes. 

The interior, while retaining the traditional 
appearance of a Cape Cod cottage, is done 
in a decidedly modern conception of the 
style and lends to the furniture reproduc- 
tion a delightful blending of quaint charm 
and present day smartness. 

Irwin reproductions of the finer styles of 
New England furniture are used predomi- 
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nately in all the rooms. The color schemes 
are new and original, and the entire effect 
is one of inviting hospitality reflecting a 
pleasant atmosphere of comfortable and 
informal home life.

THE MODERN TOWN HOUSE 

To approach our present and future artistic problems with a full appreciation of the 
value of the past, to fully understand, to utilize and to adapt those things worthy of 
preservation is the soundest and sanest way of creating the truly beautiful in modern 
furniture and interiors. 

It is with this thought that the Robert W. Irwin Company and Mr. William R. Moore 
co-operated in presenting The Modern Town House and The Garden Home — examples 
of traditional design in furniture and interiors, so treated as to have a decidedly new and 
modern feeling. 

All the furniture in both houses are productions of the Robert W. Irwin Company, and 
are the latest expression of the creative genius of J. Stuart Clingman and Ernest R. 
Cooper, who head the Irwin designing staff, and who have won international recognition 
in their field. 

The interiors were planned by Mr. William R. Moore, past president of the American 
Institute of Decorators, and an Honorary Fellow of the Incorporated Institute of British 
Decorators. Thus, the fortunate combination of the abilities of some of the country's 
foremost artists in furniture design and interior decoration is responsible for the highly 
original and artistic result. 

The effort of designers and decorators to produce a modern style of furniture and deco- 
ration has been so startling in effect, and has departed so broadly from accepted ideas 
of design as to gain widespread comment and invite considerable criticism. Regardless 
of its ultimate worth, any effort to produce a style of furniture and interior more expres- 
sive of our time and mode of living is admirable and should be encouraged, for not to do 
so would be to admit that we lack the creative genius in the arts that we have developed 
to so high a degree in science and mechanics. 



However, we most definitely do not agree with those modernists who wish to be so original 
as to break entirely with the traditional, and who feel that nothing in the past is worthy 
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of sincere consideration. To deny the value of our past artistic efforts, to discard all that 
has gone before, is not only a dangerous philosophy, but is almost without precedent in 
the whole history of art, industrial or otherwise. 

It is not our purpose here to expound any new system of design. We do not feel that it is 
possible to reduce art to d code or formula. If furniture is to be stripped of all human 
and social values, if design is to be reduced to a mere congestion of lines, cubes and 
cones, the sole meaning of which lies in mechanical ingenuity, then it is not worthy of 
consideration. 

The purpose of Mr. Moore and the Robert W. Irwin Company was to create an interior 

which would be decidedly modern in effect, but which would use furniture of traditional 

design, so treated as to be entirely new and different This w.as accomplished by the use 

of new methods of lighting, unusual combinations of color and texture in draperies and 

furniture coverings, modern hardware, and unusual wood combinations. 
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LIVING ROOM 



Walls of soft French Grey, accented by a 
flat cornice of darker shades, classic panels 
in mauve and grey, a finely curved bay win- 
dow/ and an imposing mirrored fire-place 
with decorated center panel form the main 
architectural features of this charming 
room. The floor is covered with a plain 
carpet in a deep petunia shade which 
relieves the coldness of the grey walls. 
The large bay window is treated with cur- 
tains of eggshell taffeta and over draperies 
of eggshell silk, edged with a fine braided 
trimming. 

The furnishings of the room are varied in 
design and period, and Mr. Moore has 
shown rare genius in the happy combina- 
tion of types. Before the fire-place is a 
balanced grouping of two quite modern 
looking square backed chairs, upholstered 



in deep lavender and piped with a plum 
satin. A curved sofa, covered in a fabric of 
silvery grey, trimmed with bullion fringe is 
placed in the curved window. A painted 
arm chair in a plum and grey stripe, a small 
chair with tufted back and a Regency 
pull-up chair in black with the sofa form a 
conversational grouping around a fine 
drum table. The interest at the back of the 
room is centered on a decorated break- 
front bookcase in deep green. Before it is 
placed a small settee upholstered in varied 
shades of plum moire. A kidney desk in 
beautiful figured Mahogany, and a Re- 
gency table for books and magazines make 
the room practical as well as livable, -a 
Modern Classic room in which has been 
introduced furniture of related types so as 
not to appear cold and formal. 



THE DINING ROOM 



Recently introduced into Modern decora- 
tion is a new style which has gained con- 
siderable favor, known as Modern Chinese. 
It retains the form and design of tradi- 
tional Chinese Chippendale furniture but 
the treatment of the individual pieces in 
color and texture of fabrics is decidedly 
modern. An outdoor feeling is imparted to 
the room by the broad expanse of windows 
which are treated with shades of reeded 
bamboo and cornice of open fretwork. An 
interesting feature is the ceiling of painted 



glass with fine Chinese designs painted on 
a background of Chocolate Brown. 

The walls are of French Grey and the en- 
trance to the living room is curtained with 
eggshell taffeta. The furniture in the Mod- 
ern Chinese manner is painted Chocolate 
Brown and ornamented with silver. The 
chairs have fretwork backs, finished in 
natural Fruitwood, a splendid combination 
with the embroidered yellow velvet, used in 
upholstering. One of the unusual features 
of the room is that all chairs have arms, the 
placement of which is a distinct innovation. 



THE MASTER BEDROOM 



Treated in the most advanced manner of 
the Modern Classic style, this bedroom in 
blue and silver, with dignified furniture in 
Mahogany carries out the cultured spirit 
of the entire house. Walls papered in soft 
blue with sprays of silver leaves form an 
excellent background for soft draperies of 
silvery grey. The entire back wall of the 
dressing alcove is of mirror, before which 
is placed a decorated mirrored dressing 
table. The beds in Mahogany and Silver 
have low headboards decorated with a 
banding of mirror. The dresser has a finely 
shaped front, relieved by Modern hardware 
of tortoise-shell. A chaise lounge in grey 
velvet, a slipper chair in striped moire, and 
a dressing table bench in blue satin com- 
plete the room arrangement. The floor is 
covered with a wool fringed carpet in soft 
blue and the bedspreads are in blue satin. 



THE GUEST BEDROOM 



Most feminine in appeal is the guest bed- 
room done in soft yellows and greys. The 
wallpaper of yellow, grey and silver stripes, 
the window curtains and bed canopy of 
white embroidered organdy and the light- 
ness and delicacy of the furniture all en- 
hance the feminine effect. The bed has a 
high head and foot-board, painted grey 
and white, and is placed lengthwise to the 
wall. The fine commode and drop end table, 
usable as a desk, are in sunfade Mahogany. 
Chairs painted white are covered in yellow 
and white candlewick. The dressing table 
with tri-plate mirror is in grey with accents 
of silver, and is placed between the win- 
dows. 

A bench in burnished silver with carvings 
finished in gold leaf is used with the dress- 
ing table. A grey wool carpet is laid before 
the bed. 





THE LOUNGE 



A room of many purposes, serving as a 
lounge, recreation room and sun room can 
be called into service to accommodate 
overnight guests. The walls are done in 
three tones of sage green cleverly blended, 
and are accented with panels of hand 
blocked wallpaper with finely drawn cari- 
catures of charging grenadiers. The room 
has many windows so that the soft green 
tones of the wall are particularly appropri- 
ate. The floor is of alternate wide stripes of 
black and deep green linoleum and before 
the fireplace is laid a rough textured wool 
rug in beige and green with deep fringe 
border. The large mirrored panel over the 
fireplace reflects the interesting wall treat- 
ment opposite. 

The furniture in the entire room is quite 



Continental in feeling with most of the 
pieces displaying a strong Biedermeier in- 
fluence. Nearly all of the pieces are of 
imported Fruitwoods, a splendid color com- 
bination with the sage green of the walls. 
Two studio couches with diagonally striped 
covers in green, blue and yellow are placed 
lengthwise to the wall. These couches are 
luxuriously comfortable and can be called 
into service as guest beds. A spacious com- 
mode in Pearwood and strictly Biedermeier 
in design is serviceable for the convenience 
of the occasional guest. 

Around the fireplace are grouped a number 
of lounge chairs, covered in green crushed 
velvet, a sizeable lamp table of classic de- 
sign, a coffee table, and a small arm chair 
complete the setting. A small sideboard in 
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paint with beverage bottles and glasses, a 
flat top desk and card table with really 
comfortable chairs provide the other neces- 
sities for entertaining. 

At the back of the room, leading to the 
terrace, is an alcove which is composed 
entirely of windows and which is hung with 
Venetian blinds and draw curtains in 
green and yellow, fringed with heavy wool 
edging. 

This room having an Eastern and Southern 
exposure is ideal for a sun room or morning 
room and is separated from the major por- 
tion of the lounge by a finely decorated 
screen in antique silver. A balanced group- 
ing of two comfortable chaise lounges, 
covered in sage green wool damask, read- 
ing lamps and book tables complete the 
furnishings. 



THE TERRACE 

All metal furniture, light in design, and of 
classic influence is used on the terrace. The 
color scheme is white with accents of 
brown in stripes and polka dots. 





THE KITCHEN 

Exemplifying the latest improvements in 
efficient arrangement, the kitchen is the 
last word in modern equipment. The walls 
are covered with a soft green washable lin- 
oleum marbleized in texture relieved with 
lateral bands of black. The floor, also of 
linoleum, is of a deeper shade of green and 
the window curtains are of green and white 
checked gingham. 

All of the kitchen equipment is in white 
enamel. The cabinet bases and sink have 
tops of polished, stainless metal. The wall 
cabinets have interiors of painted green 
and are ample in storage capacity for 
china, glassware and kitchen utensils. 

The electric stove and refrigerator repre- 
sent the latest improvements in efficiency 
and are fine examples of modern industrial 
design. 

However, from the standpoint of the mod- 
ern housewife the most interesting feature 
is the arrangement of the cabinets and 
cooking equipment which saves many 
wasted steps. 



COOPERATING COMPANIES 

In order to present to the public a compre- 
hensive idea of two types of homes, com- 
plete in every detail, the Robert W. Irwin 
Company and the Stran-Steel Corporation 
sought the cooperation of some of the out- 
standing manufacturers in the country of 
building materials, home equipment and 
decorative accessories. Their assistance 
was largely responsible for the entirely liv- 
able atmosphere that pervades both houses 
and their products were selected as the best 
obtainable.

THE BATHROOM 

In all white and black, the 
bathroom is a pleasing 
change from the overcolor- 
ful rooms that have been 
the vogue in the past few 
years. 

The walls are plain white 
with a cornice of black 
molding. Theceiling is wall- 
papered in white with a 
Greek Key design in black. 
The floor is of plain black 
linoleum with insets of pol- 
ished' steel. All fixtures are 
white with chrome fittings 
and the bath niche and 
shower are lined with pol- 
ished, etched steel. 

A classic corner cabinet in 
black and silver affords a 
place for bottles and acces- 
sories.

AND

the heating room and laun- 
dry, in whVch the latest and 
most modern equipment are 
installed.

However, craftsman- 
ship and materials of themselves do not 
make good furniture, A really fine chair is 
an artistic masterpiece in just as true a 
sense as a fine oil painting or a beautiful 
piece of sculpture.

THE GARDEN HOME 




THE LIVING ROOM 

A wall paper of soft green with sprays of 
leaves in beige and tan, a fireplace and 
wood trim in chalk white form a most 
appropriate background for a colorful and 
comfortable room. The floor of plain black 
linoleum accents the soft tone of the walls 
and the informal fireplace rug of tan and 
beige, trimmed with deep fringe border 
repeats the soft tints of the wallpaper. The 
draperies of black and green chintz with 
crisp white chintz ruffles form the combin- 
ing color note of the entire room. 

The furniture while comfortable is suffi- 
ciently formal, to add considerable dignity 
to the room. A low loungy sofa in a rough 



textured beige fabric, an interesting barrel 
chair, covered in the same chintz used for 
the draperies, a comfortable fireside chair 
with loose cushioned back, covered in a 
plain green, a serviceable Mahogany secre- 
tary desk and well placed lamp tables com- 
prise the most interesting pieces in the 
room. Lighting fixtures are careful repro- 
ductions of originals and the reading lamps 
are of cream colored pottery with soft white 
shades. 

In this comfortable and livable room the 
decorator has succeeded in blending the 
charm of traditional period furniture with 
fresh new colorings and smart modern 
ideas in interior decoration. 



THE DINING ROOM 



Reversing the ordinary procedure in deco- 
rations, this charming room uses walls of 
plain white with a ceiling in deep shutter 
green. The plain green chintz draperies 
with scalloped rufflings in bright yellow are 
emphasized by a fine wall paper border in 
deep green, which outlines all the window 
and door openings. The floor covering of 
plain black linoleum balances the heavily 
colored ceiling. 



The furniture, a clever combination of 
quaipt informal types, has a certain dig- 
nity of design and is in splendid propor- 
tion with the size and form of the room. A 
chest of drawers which serves as a side- 
board, a cabinet with open shelves and a 
(drop leaf table are in a bleached pine color. 
The chairs have spindle backs and are 
painted a soft shade of green, and covered 
in a darker tone of green. 



THE MASTER BEDROOM 

Wail paper of cream with green polka dots 
is a splendid background for this restful 
room done in green, cream and rose. The 
floor covering of dull green linoleum is 
repeated in the ceiling painted in a lighter 
shade of green. The doors and windows are 
painted the same shade of green as the 
ceiling. Draperies of interesting chintz, in 
shades of green and rose on cream back- 
ground are ruffled with three bands of rose, 
green and yellow. The furniture in this 
room is a combination of pieces in Maple, 
Mahogany and soft painted shades. The 
bed is particularly interesting, being an 
adaptation of an old New England piece 
and has an interesting headboard of bam- 
boo shaped splats. A spacious commode in 
mahogany and a small corner desk com- 
plete the furnishings.

While the guest room is done in only two 
colors, soft shades of ecru and tan, the 
masterly handling of these colors makes 
the room particularly attractive.
